Judge Fleming's Opinion. 
Hon. W. B. Fleming of Louisville, in 
speaking of the new Constitution, a few 
days ago, Hiiid : " I like it. I have studied 
it carefully, and while it contains some 
things that I would have opposed, jret as 
a whole I fimi ii<> 8ufl[icientrea!>on to o])- 
pose it. The good in it laigely overbal- 
ance! the evil, and I think a man ought 
to ignore his individual minor prefer- 
ences and advocate what is evidently the 
best for the entire State. A }^reat cry has 
been raised over what is termed the war 
on corporations in the Constitution. I 
can't see that it opposes corporation.^ at 
all. It restricts them and limits their 
powers, but it does not take from them any 
riiehts or principlen they ouxht to ])0!<i»ei<.'<. 
It clearly defines their powers and au- 
thority, but who can object to 'that? It 
i.« longer than it might have l)een^]»ei'- 
haps, and contains much that might have 
been put into the statutes, but that is no 
fatal objection. The man wlio livi s un- 
til he gets everything perfect in thi.-s world 
will die at a very advanced age. That 
convention was one of the best bodies I 
ever saw to^fethtsr. They were sober, iu- 
tclliirent, thinkin;;, workinjj men. They 
went about the making of this Constitu- 
tion cautiously pnd studiously, and I be- 
lieve the resnlt is for the best interests 
of the whole |>eople of |hi> State." 

Foater'i Weekly Pradiotioni. 

Foster, the St. Joseph Weather seer, 
says: "In my last letter I izuvf forcrasts 
of a dangerous storm period covering the 
time from June 7 to 23 inclusive, stating 
that this period wouM contain three 
principal storm waves, one of which, 7th 
to 11th, I particnlariy described. The 
second of these danjrerous storm waves 
will be due to leave the Taiitic coast 
about the i:Uh, cross the Kocky-.\lli 
gbeny valley from the 14th to 10th and 
reach the Atlantic coast about the 17th 
I cannot say which of tlu'se tliiee storm 
waves will be of greatest force, but I am 
inclined to believe that it will be this 
one and that its most clesf luctivc enerj;y 
will be expended not far from the center 
of the Rocky-Allegheny valley and not 
far from June l.")th. 

" Following this storm w ave the w eath- 
er will be unusually cool, and in the 
northern latitnde frosts will oci ur much 
farther south than is ordinarily tlie case 
lor thia season of the year. The middle 
part of .lune will have a few hot days but 
will aveniKe tjuite cool with no extended 
hot term. KainkU will b» Unevenly dis- 
tributed with too much in some localities 
and not enough in others. This concen- 
tration of rainfall in particular aytotM as 
the storm waves pass across the conti- 
nent will lead many who do not look be- 
yond what they can see to ima>;ine that 
no storm wave is passing and that my 
forecasts have not been verified. Thoae 
who read and oltserve, however, will re- 
alize that the regular storm pulsations 
are about aa well timed as a railroad tndn. "

The Weather and Crops. 
Following is the weekly crop bulletin 
of the Kentucky State Weather Service, 

in co-operation with the I'niteil States 
Signal Service, for the week ending June 
(>Ui: "The weather conditions' of the past 
week have been penerally favorable to 
crops in most sections of the State. Tlie 
temperature waa ali^tly in excess of the 
normal, and the amount of sunshine re- 
ceived about the average. In some 
places the rainfall was excessive, and in 
others none at all was reported. It came 
in the form of local thunder storms, and 
the northern and eastern sections appear 
to have been morefavoredin this respect 
than other parts of the country. There 
is still nmcli v'oinplaint of drouth, and its 
effects are most perceptible upon wheat, 
oats and meadows. ' Com planting is not 
yet con)i)lctc(l, and in sections w here no 
rain has fallen that part of the crop 
which is hi the ground is doing very poor- 
ly. Tobacco plants have been set in 
l)laces wliere the condition of the soil 
permitted it, but in. other sections this 
work has not yet commenced. The plants 
are becoming very large and must be 
transplanted soon or they will be useless. 
Fruits of all kinds are reported to be 
abundant

Inequalities of Taxation. 

The Post Thursday spoke of a bank 
stock that paid 18 per cent, dividend. 

To-day it receives a communication from 
a banker declaring that such a statement 
is misleading, that no bank stock pays 
more than <i per cent, on the investment. 
In other words, the bank stock which 
pajB 18 per cent is worth $800 per share. 
This 19 true, and it ia a clearer demon- 
stration of the present inequalities of tax- 
ation than any other point connected 
with banks. A share of bank stock 
worth $300 pays only 75 cents in taxes, 
or 25 cents for every $100. 

The same $300 invested in a home 
would eost in taxes about $7.00— taking 
the assessment to be made at cash value 
and the entire tax rate at $2.50 (which 
is the rate in Louisville). This is the 

chief rea-xon why the new instrument is 
called the people's Constitution. It does 
not play any favorites. It do^ not set 

apart the moneyed classes as wortliy of 
s))ecial benefits. It does not make the 
poor man pay ten times as much on his 
home as the rich man does on his hank 
stock. It places everybody on a par. — 
Louisville P ost.
